Before Mr. E. W. Hamilton, at the 
Central Magistracy, this morning, 
Revenue Officer Grimmitt charged a 
Chinese messenger employed at“Vic- 
toria Barracks. with the unlawful 
possession of 1.4 taele of prepared 
non-Government, opium at the bar- 
racks onthe night of September 
17—18. : 

Accused pleaded “not guilty.” 

Mr. Grimmitt said that although 
the opium was. seized by the Mili- 
tary on Wednesday last, the Re- 
venue Department was not inform- 


on Saturday a telephone message 
was received at the Reyenue Office 
from Victoria Barracks, as the re- 
sult of which he went there. 
Witness was taken into the office 
of Capt. C. A. de Linde, R.A., Staff 
Captain, where the latter Handed 
over to him a tray on which were 
about 70 small opium pots. About 
60 of thee contained opium, whilst 
|jthe others were empty. . 
Witness was informed by Cor- 
poral . Blakeborough that he had 
caught -the accused with two or 
| three others with the opium. Ac- 
cused was pouring the opium 
into the small jars from a larger 
one. Then witness was taken to 
the messengers’ quarters where he 
saw the accused, who said that the 


opium belonged to ahother” messen- 
yer named ‘Mak Fat. . 

He’ (Mr. Grimmitt) placed 
accused under arrest, and having 
ascertained that Mak Fat had 
been sent with a message 
to the Shamshuipo camp, 
telephoned there to “have the 
man detained, but Mak Fat was 
never caught, he having absconded. 

Pass Taken Away 

The Magistrate inquired fram 
Capt: de Linde, who was in Court, 
as to what-steps were taken to place 
Mak Fai under arrest, and the lat- 
ter said that his pass was taken 
away from him and when he finally 
turned the case-over to Mr. Grim- 
mitt he he left the thing én- 
tirely to the latter. 

Mr. Grimmitt informed the ‘Ma- 
gistrate that subsequently he was 
informed that 18 Chinese had been 
detaned at Shamshuipo camp, but 
he said that he did not want them 
all. He only wanted Mak Fat. 
When he was told that Mak Fat was 
not amongst the detained men, he 
asked that they be all released, 

Corporal Blakeborough, in the 
witness box, said that he found the 
opium at about midnight on the 


last. It was being poured by, the 
accused from a large glass jar. to 
the small opium. pots. He “took 
away the passes of accused and two 
other men who were 
messengers’ quarters. Mak Fat 
was one of the three.

PLUCKY RESCUE OF DROWN. 
ING GIRL

A plucky rescue from drowning oc* 
curred on the Kai Tack Bund last 
night. : 
_ According to a Police report issued 
this morning, a Chinese girl named 
Tsang Siv-ying (19) living at No, 12, 
Szema-terrace, was alleged to have at- 
tempted to commit: suicide by jumping 
into the harbour from the Kai Tack 
Bund at. about 10.30 p.m.

should another case of this deserip- 
tion crop up.

GOVT. CIVIL HOSPITAL AND 
ITS STAFF 

The Hon, Dr. A. R. Wellington. 
Director of Medical and Sanitary 
Services said:— bri 

Sir,—With reference to ‘the 
observations made by the Honour 
able Unofficial Members ‘in con- 
nection with the Budget I have the 
honour to raply in 30 far as the 
Medical and Sanitary questions 
are concerned, 

The shortcoming of the Gov ern 
ment Civil Hospital and the need 
for a new Institution 
been overlooked but pressure of 
other urgent matters have pre- 
vented my examining in detail all 
the many important factors which 
have a bearing on the subject and 
which must be considered before 
a final decision can be made. The 
Publie Works Department and the 
Medical Department are working 
in close co-operation’ and there is 
every reason to believe that final 
recommendations will shortly be 
submitted. 

With regard to the medical staf 
at the Government Civil Hospital 
there are now two resident Medical 
Officers, one European and one 
Chinese. In addition there is one 
Chinese Medical Officer who is 
i | not resident. 

Mental Hospital 


With regard to the Mental Hos- 
pital this institution is intended 
primarily asa place for temporary 
detention and observation and net 
asa permanent abode for the in- 
sane. Arrangements have been 
made - with the Government of 
Canton -for the. -reception and 
treatment of mental . patients of 
Chinese naionality. European 
patients are sent to Europe at the 
earliest opportunity.

Government in connection with the 
1931 estimates: . 
Venereal Clinics 

A Venereal Clinic has been. in 
existence at the Government Civil 
Hospital for more’ than a year. 
Experience has shown that 
Venereal Clinics set've their. pur- 
pose best when they are run in 
connection with hospitals or gen- 
eral dispensaries and not as 
separate. units. It is hoped to 
make further provision for ven- 
ereal treatment in the near future 
when more staff will be available. 


Government Dentist 

It is intended that the Govern- 
ment Dentist shall devote his 
services primarily to those officers 
whose salaries are below £400 a 
year and who are entitled to free 
It -is hoped 
it may be possible to arrange for 
attention being given to school 
children and to prisoners who re- 
quire service which cannot be per- 
formed-by the. Gaol Medical 
Officer. 

Malaria 

With regard to malaria preven- 
tion negotiations: are proceeding 
‘for. the transfer to this Colony 
from the Federated Malay States 
vf an experienced Malariologist 
and a skilled assistant. These 
officers will form the nuéleus of 
an anti-malaria organisation which 
will be built up from local 
material and which will  in- 
vestigate, advise. and in some 
eases execute the measures neces- 
sary for anopheline eradication. 

“An anopheline survey has been 
completed at Stanley and an in- 
vestigation is being conducted at 
Repulse Bay. The observations 
so far made appéar to indicate 
that the problems here are very 
much the same as those in the 
Federated Malay States and there 
is every reason to believe that the 
Measures which have proved 
effective there will be successful 
here. 


Hygiene and Preventive Medicine 


I entirely agree with the view 
that: “the importance of adequate 
training in hygiene and preventive 
medicine can hardly ‘be over- 
stated.” One of the greatest 
needs of the Colony in this line 
is a school for instruction of 
Sanitary Inspectors such as exists 
at Singapore. -At present the 
Health Staff is insufircient to 
allow of the proper conduct of 
such an Institution but with the 
advent of additional Heaith 
Officers this difficulty will  dis- 
appear and it will then be pos- 
sible to arrange for its establish- 
ment. 

: Board of Health 

With regard to the suggestion 
that a Board of Health be formed 
I have in my recommendations for 


. Pe-organisation of the Medical and 


Sanitary Services ineluded a pro- 
posal for the formation of a Publie 
Health Advisory Board. This 
Proposal is now under considera- 
tion by Government. 


Schools of Research 


With regard to the question of 
contributions “to schools _ for 
research in tropical diseases, the 
subject should be examined under 
two headings, namely, pure 
research and applied research. 
Pure research’ can perhaps be 
more economically carried out in 
laboratories in Europe; but ap- 
Plied research, that is, research 
applied to .our own particular 
problems can only .hbe properly 
carried out. here—and should form 
part of ‘the duties of local” Jabora.,

The Hon. cenior. Chinese Men-

‘Recognising that the co-oper- 
tlon of the people is a factor of 
the utmost importance in matters 
of public healh, every endeavour 
will: be made to secure the’ good 
will of the. populace by respecting 
old customs and traditions pro- 
vided they are not incompatible 
with. the principles of public 
health. 

-Advice and Methods 

When disease affects. the in- 
dividual only the choice of nursing 
and treatment lies’ with the 
yatient or his guardian. “Where 
the illness is of such an infectious 
nature. that the case not nly 
endangers the health and lives of 
those who approach near, but 
through thém the health and lives 
of others more remote, I feel sure 
the Honourable Chinese Members 
will agree that the prejudices 
and wishes of the . patient or his 
friends should not be allowed to 
outweigh unduly. the risks to the 
community and the possibility of 
the establishment of an epidemic. 

In order to stimulate the willing 
co-operation of all concerned and 
to ensure that the best possible 
advice shall be obtained 
and the best possible me- 
thods used I~ have recommended 
the establishment of -a Public 
Health Advisory Board composed 
of officials and -unofficials, doctors, 
and -Iaymen whose duty it will be 
to examine and weigh up the 
factors connected with the various 
problems and to advise the action 
which should be adopted. 

: Wells 

Many chemical analyses © and 
bacteriological counts. have been 
made of water samples from well 
sunk in populous areas. The re- 
sults show that pollution is- pre- 
sent in the majority of cases. 

The. policy of the Building Au- 
thority is to refuse sanction for 
the opening of wells in premises 
where a pipe supply is available. 


except in cases where a guarantee 


is given that the well water will be 
used solely for the purposes of 
flushing or for watering gardens. 
Wells are closed by order of 
the Sanitary Board only when it 
is proved to their satisfaction that 
the water is polluted and there is 
danger of it being used for potable 
purposes. 
Nuisance from Market Gardens 


It is possible to grow vegetables 
without the creation of a nuisance 
and without danger to health, but 
in the area complained of the 
conditions prevailing make it al- 
most impossible to economically 
carry on market gardening without 
nuisance. 

It has been decided to cancel 
the permits of those who trans- 
gress the conditions of -permit in 
respect of the use of manure. 

Obstruction by Street Stalls 

The subject’ of the propriety of 
allowing food stalls in streets is 
one over which there has been 
much argument in many countries, 
and one which it is. practically 
impossible to solve to the satis- 
faction of all parties. 

Stalls are the shops of the peor 
and their abolition would in many 
eases be a hardship on that class 
of community. . a 

On the other hand it is very 
difficult indeed te control the 
quality of the food sold and to 
ensure freedom from contamina- 
tion. It is also diffieult to pre- 
yent- obstruction and to provide 
for the proper disposal of waste 
products. 

The question of the removal of 
the stalls complained of is re- 
ceiving the attention of the 
Sanitary Board and the Public 
Works Department and it is hoped 
that a satisfactory solution will 
soon be found.

Marine Surveyor's Department 

The Hon. senior Unofficial Mem- 
ber has pointed out ih his speech 
that there are already four 
launches detailed for duty with 
Government Marine Sur- 
veyor’s. Department. He stated 
ag follows:—

shipyard of the Colony can now ba 
reaches by bus er tram. with con-

I regret that Iam unable to 
agree with the Hon. Member that 
every shipyard in this Colony can 
be reached. by tram or bus with 
considerable saving of time over 
traveling by launch, nor can I 
agree that some of them can be 
reached at all by tram or bus with- 


out covering a considerable dis-- 


tance on foot. 
Government and Clothes 

Shipyards in this Colony are 
situated- on the foreshore from 
Lai-chikok -on the West 
Lyemum Pass on the | Hast, and 
are principally small Chinese 
yards several of which are a con- 
siderable distance from fram or 
bus routes. It may not be known 
to Hon. Members of this Council 
that Surveyors proceeding out on 
survey work have to carry a con- 
siderable amount of gear with 
them and the average welght.of 
such gear is approximately 20 
ib.

When it 
it realized that there are in this 
port between seven and eight 
hundred steam and motor launches’ 
the. greater proportion of whith 
are surveyed twice annually I do 
not think Hon. Members will be 
surprised to hear tha’ she is run- 
ning coatinuously ‘all day — long. 
This then leaves only two launches 
at the disposal of surveyors 
etiployed ‘on ship work, and 
observing that 70 per cent of this 
work is carried out afloat-in ships 
at anchor or at buoys it -will ba 
seen that, this number is entirely 
inadequate. At the present mo- 
tment one Nautical Surveyor ig al-- 
ready on his way out to ‘the 
Colony and will be followed by 
another. early: in-1980. These 
officers’ duties will be principally 
out in the harbour inspecting the 
life saving appliances of vessels 
and for emigration work. Their 
utility will be lost to the Colony 
unless launches are provided for. ~ 
their use. : 

The launch now under con. 
struction is intended to augment 
the transport facilities of Sur- 
veyors employed on ship work. and 
the new launch asked for in the 
1930 Budget - for the G.MLS. De- 
partment is intended for the use 
of the two Nautical Surveyors, 

The: launches allocated to ‘the 
Boarding Office and Junk Office 
are fully employed and cannot be 
spared for work ; with the G.M.S. 
Office. 

“Stores and Relief” 

At present when stores arrive 
out from England there .is no 
Government launch available for 
landing such stores and it be- 
comes necessary to: hire a launch 
for this purpose. 

Government have normally a fleet 
of 38 craft, each one of which is. 
allocated for special duty, and in 
addition one launch’ is under ton- 
struction. 

When certain of these launches 
become due for overhaul: or should 
they break down it becomes neces- 
sary to hire launches to take their 
place: 

It is considered more economical 
to build a Government launch for 
these purposes of landing P.W.D. 
stores and of relief work, than to 
continue the hiring of outside 
launchea—-at an average tariff of 
$25 per diem, coal, ofl and stores: 
being provided’ by Government. : 

Expenses Compared . 

It has been suggested by the Hon. 
senior Unofficial Member that the 
“Kausing” could perform this duty. 
This would be most uneconomical. 
To keep the “Kausing” under steam 
at half an hour’s notice during non- 
typhoon weather would cost appro- 
ximately an additional $30,000 per 
annum: If she was employed three 
days a week it would cost yet an- 
other $20,000, or $50,000 per annum 
in all. ‘The estimated initial cost 
of the new launch asked for. is 
$40,000 and it is estimated that her 
fuel, stores, ete., will cost appro- 
ximately $5,000 per annum so that 
the total cost for the first year 
would be $45,000. From this Hon.

Colony in 1927 and shortly after his 

arrival proposals for the necessary 

additions to the G.M.S. Staff were 
put forward. At that time Mr. 

Wilton considered the proposals 

adequate and provision was made 

in the. Estimates for 1928 to carry 
them into effect. After four 
months’ local experience, however, 

Mr. Wilton informed’ me that he 

had under-estimated . the Survey 

work of the Port and was of the 
opinion that the proposals as put 
forward and for which provision 
had already been made were the ab- 
solute minimum of Staff that was 
required to deal efficiently with the 
total! work of the port. Since these 
proposals were adopted there has 

been no inerease to the G.M.S. 

Staff. It is interesting to note that 

in the first eight months of the cur- 

rent year the Survey staff has work- 
ed overtime on 38 days, equal to 

15 per cent. 

. Training Expenses 

Government holds itself respon- 
sible for the cost of training Marine 
Surveyors in England, as this fol- 
lows the practice of the Board ‘of 
Trade. 

Candidates already trained -are 
unobtainable. 

The amount of $7,200 for this 
1929 was  under- 
estimated and on April 27, 1929, 
a Supplementary Vote of $11,582 
was taken, bringing the total of 
this Vote for 1929 up to. $18,782. 

The sum of $20,945 for 1930 is 
the amount considered necessary to 
defray the expenses of training 
during that year without having re- 
course to a Supplementary Vote. 

This Vote will. not be annually 
recurrent and will cease as scon as 
the training of the present Staff 
has been completed. 

New candidates to fill vacancies 
caused by resignations etc., _how- 
ever, will require to be trained 
from time to time before coming 
out te the Colony. 

Allowances to Engineers 

It has been found. from practical 
experience” since semi-Diesel en- 
gines were introduced into Govern- 
ment launches that as soon. as an 
engineer had been trained into the 
working of these engines he became 
dissatisfied with the Government 
rates of pay. Several such en- 
gineers have aiready resigned from 
Govemment service in order to take 
up employment with private firms 
on higher rates of pay. Tae allow- 
ance as set forth is designed as an 
inducement to such engineers to re- 
main in Government Service.

The Treasury 
MR. BREEN REPLIES 10 
"QUESTIONS 


The Hon. Mr. M. J. Breen, 
Colonial Treasurer, said:— 

Sir,—1 propose to deal with the 
observations made by Hon. 
Unofficial Members’ on various 
Financial items in the Budget. I 
shall take the items in the order 
in which the observations were 
made. — 

The Hon. senior Unofficial Mem- 
ber remarked on the apparent dis- 
erepancy in the Military Contribu- 
tion figures shewn on pages 12 and 
100 of the Estimates. 

The large discrepancy between 
the revised 1929 estimate and the 
‘approved estimate is due to the 
recovery during the current year of 
asum of $592,711 from the Military 
Authorities on account of an over- 
payment of Military Contribution 
made in 1917/1919. 

Instructions from the Secretary 
of State to make this recovery were 
received early in the present year. 

The sum of $3,321,768 is what we 
expect to pay for Military Contribu- 
tion in 1929. : 

It is customary to show revised 
estimates in the Abstract on page 
12 only, and to insert the original 
unrevised figures in the body of the 
Estimates. 

Military Contribution has hither- 
to been paid on any profits which 
may accrue as the result of appre- 
ciation in the sterling price of in- 
vestments which we realise. We 
have not so far paid Military Con- 
tribution on any profits due to ex- 
change as this question is under 
discussion with the Secretary of 
State. :

COLONIAL SECRETARY'S 
SPEECH ; 

The Hon. Mr. W. T. Southorn, 
C.M.G. Colonial Secretary, said :— 

My Hon. friends the Director of 
Medical and Sanitary Services, the} >

of services is not in any way con- 
demned for the encouragement of 
aviation, the re-establishment of 
the Statistical Department and thé 
forward move. in matters of Health 
and Sanitation have all met with 
the approval of. my Hon. friends 
on the unofficial side. 

“Pressing Needs”: 

Their chief complaint, or so it 
seems to me, is that the Govern- 
ment has not at the same time been 
able to undertake some of the press- 
ing needs of the Colony in the way 
of buildings, roads, recreation 
grounds, and other material works.

‘The Gov- 
ernment readily acknowledges the 
needs of the Colony in these 
respects, and as Hon. Mem- 
bers know a Committee has 
been ‘appointed to go into 
the whole question... This Com- 
mittee, of which I have the 
honour ta be Chaizman, had only 
just commenced work when I was 
obliged to take a short period of 
leave for reasons of health and on 
my yseturn every one was so fully 
occupied, first with the water crisis 
and then with the Budget, that it ° 
was found impossible to make pro- 
greas. It is hoped that the Com- 
mittee will resume its labours next 
wr .nth and will before long be able 
to make useful representations to 
Government on this important sub- 
ject. 

Meanwhile the Government pre- 
fers not- to anticipate the recom- 
mendations of the Committee but 
will await its report before putting 
forward specific proposals. I am, 
however, authorised to say that any 
practicahle proposa) for the estab- 
lishment. of a Chinese golf course 
will receive the sympathetic con- 
sideration of the Government. As 
regards the children’s playgrounds 
in Kowloon. to which special: re- 
ference has been made arrange- 
menta are now in hand to convert 
the triangle at the junction of 
Salisbury and Chatham Roads into 
a public garden and playground, on 
the vote in the cirrent year’s 
estimates.

The Vehicular Ferry is a project 
which the Government hopes to see 
undertaken by_private enterprise. 
Various local business organisa- 
tions have shown interest in the 
scheme and a call for tenders is 
only held up pending the final 
settlement of the designs to which 
the piers must conform. 

The motor road to Canton is an 
undertaking for which this Govern- 
ment cannot accept liability. Our 
own motor roads already run close 
to the frontier and can be linked up 
with the Chinese read without 
much difficulty as soon as the latter 
is ready. 

Home for Infirm? 

The Government feels that the 
provision of a Home for the infirm 
is a gubject for charitable rather 
than official enterprise. Much care 
is required in dealing with such a 
Proposition lest we find ourselves 
asked to find asylum for all the in- 
firm of Kwangtung. 

As regards the Hon. Mr. Braga’s 
remarks I have already referred to 
the Kowloon Tong market, the 
children’s playgrounds and open 
spaces.

In 
my opinion, there is no one in 
the Colony who can do this work 
better than Mr. Henderson him- 
self. Unfortunately Mr. Hender- 
son’s hands are already very full 
with the construction of the har- 
bour pipe-line; -which he hopes 
to complete in January next, the 
construction of: the Kowloon 
byewash reservoir, which is now 
in progress, and the commence- 
ment of the construction of the 
Aberdeen waterworks scheme, 
for which tenders have now been 
received.

I also explained: to the Council on 
that occasion how work on the Sheng- 
mun scheme began in 1923 and was 
steadily continued from that time on- 
wards. It was not until 1926 that the 
tunnels through Smugglers ’Ridge and 


that we still had to build a reception 
reservoir in’ the lower Shek-lai-pui 
valley and a rapid gravity filtration 
plant, of which the first section, capa- 
ble of filtering five million gallons a 
day, has only recently been completed, 
There is‘ also still under construction, 
and not yet completed, a covered rein. 
ferced conerete reservoir with a capa- 
city of 11 million gallons adjoining 
these filters. As I pointed out, ex- 
penditure amounting to no less than 
$2,326,490 had actually been incurred 
on the development of the Sheng-mun 
scheme.up to June 30 last. 


Then and Now 


- Honourable Members may perhaps 
ask why the work was not done more 
rapidly; but to this I would reply, in 
the first place that I doubt whether, 
with the engineering resources. at our 
‘disposal, more rapid progress was pos- 
.sible, and, in’ the next place, that 
funds could not more rapidly have been 
made available. Memories in this 
Colony are short; but I cannot believe 
that there is anyone in this Council 
who forgets the' troubles of 1925, 1926 
and 1927. The Colony’s finances at 
that time were much embarrassed. It |’ 
would have been impossible in those 
years to raise the local loan, which 
was successfully floated last year, 
There was no accumulation of surplus 
balances .as there is to-day. We were 
economising in etery direction, redu® 
ing staff and postponing all expendi- 
ture, ta which we were not already 
committed. I claim that, -instead ot 
criticising the Government for delay 
in this. matter, there is cause for 
ithanksgiving in- this Colony that the 
first section of thé Sheng-mun scheme 
ihad not to be proceeded with even 
imore slowly than has actually been 
the case. 3 


Revenue On Outlay 

The honourable the senior Unofficial 
Member saw no reason why the colo- |. 
nists of to-day should be saddled with |: 
long pust expenditure- upon water- ji 
works, which has been paid from time 
to time .vut of revenue; 
agree with the principle that all Gov. 
ernment expenditure ought to produgy 
a revenue, which would give a reasgf 
able rate of interest on the capital 
pended. I cannot, however, - 


any hope to this Council, or td the 
Colony, that it will be possible to’ com 
plete the very large and very expen- 
Sive schemes for waterworks develop- 
ment which are now under construc- 
tion and in contemplation without in- 
creasing the price paid by residents in 
this Colony for their water supply. 
Nor do I consider that it will be any 
hardship for consumers of water to 
pay for it at a price commensurate 
with its cost to Government. , 
An Assurance 

I am informed that the price ‘of 
water in this Colony is cheap by com- 
parison with prices charged elsewhere. 
I am collecting data on this subject 
and will place the statisties, when pro- 
rcured, before this Council. I do not, 
however, propose to increase the price 
of water until it is possible.to ensure 
a full supply throughout the year te 
all houses connected with the water- 
works, both on Hong Kong island and 
on the mainland, It would certainly 
cause justifiable discontent if the Gov- 
ernment were to increase the price of 
water at a time when a restricted sup. 
ply only can be made available, There- 
fore, as I intimated at our meeting on 
the 5th inst., I do not propose to move 
in this matter until the Budget for 1931 
is under consideration. It will, of 
‘course, be impossible -to discard the 
rider-main system until there is an 
assured supply of water available both 
on the island and on the mainland 
throughout the year;.and the Govern- 
ment will certainly give this Council an 
opportunity to debate the matter be- ; 


fore the rider-mains are abolished.

There 
are, however, certain considerations 
which it is desirable to put before 
the Council at enced 
Defence Work 

It is clearly impracticable to main- 
tain the fighting services .of the Bri. 
tish Empire at full war strength in 
time of peace, and consequently it is 
necessary to make provision for expan~ 
sion in the unjorlunate event of an 
outbreak of war. This is the reason 
for ‘reserves. Zhe functions of the 
Royal Navy in wer are very varied, 
They can be classified broadly as “gen- 
era]. service,” whieh includes all the 
sea-going branche, and “Joal de- 
fence” which, as' the nime implies, is 
comparatively stationary’ and is cen- 
tred. round scaporis of naval or com~ 
mercial importance. The “dutits which 
fall to a local defence force are prin- 
cipally counter-mieasures against mine- 
laying and submarines. These are two 
forms of attack by stealth, which 
threaten shipping in al] navigable 
waters, especially off naval or commer- 
cial harhours, where -traffie js neces- 
sarily dense and vulnerable. It will be 
remembered that in the Great War 
enemy submarines attacked shipping 
off the Azores and the coast of America, 
whilst ships were sunk off Australia 
and South Afriea ly enemy mines, and 
that in this Colony it was necessary to 
resort to mine-sweeping operations. 

Previous Scheme 

- The amount of training necessary to 
‘prepart for these lecol services is com- 
paratively smal]; and in a war, where 
it is necessary ta make the most eeono- 
mical use of one’s resources, it would 
be wasteful ta employ personnel train- 
ed for general services upon syecialised 
local - defence measures. Moreover 


from the United Kingdom, local re 


from lscal resources, and it is to adapt 
our local rescurces and personnel for 
use in war that the present proposal is 
put forward. 

The Council will remember that, in 
the Budget for 1927, at the suggestion 
of His Majesty's Government, a 
scheme was inchided for the creation 
of a Hong Kong division of the Royal | 
Naval Volunteer Reserve. That 
scheme involved the mairitenance of ! 
two mine-swecping sloops and consider- 
able personnel. it required a large 
initial outlay and, once decided upon, 
would have necessitated heavy mainten- 
anee charges. The scheme was adopt- 
ed by this Council and the sum of 
$40,000 was voted as the estimated ex- 
penditure for half 2 year; but, in view 
of the financial situation then existing, 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
decided to postpone the matter. 

More Modest Proposals 

The new proposils are much more 
modest. There will be small initial ex- 
Penditure; and, if for any reason it 
should hereafter be considered inad- 
visable to continue the scheme, there

The organisalion would, however, . be 
such that it could expand in keeping 
with the requirements. and resources. 
of the Colony. The Adminilty é is assist- 
ing these proposals by ‘lending to the 
Colony, free of charge, the latest form 
of mine-sweeping equipment and a gun, 
which will be mounted in the Colony’s 
recue tug, “Kau Sing." The Admir- 
aly has also agreed that naval 
officers and instructors should for the 
present assisl in the training of the 
voluntecrs. . 

It is intended that the ycar ‘1930 
should be regarded as an experimental 
period, during which enlistment will be 
for one year only and the main, objects 
will be to try aut the icheme and 
select individuals from thae volunteer- 
ing for posts as instructors, In the 
first year we'shall be prepared to en- 
rol up to thirty volunteers. Training 
‘will -inelude lectures, gin drill, in. 
struction in signals and In the use of 
small arms, Mine-sweeping and gun 
practice. will le carried out from the 
“Kav Sing,” which will make o-series 
of week-end cmises within the waters 
of the Colony. Volunteers will under- 
iake to serve when called out in emér-|® 
gency in the colonial waters. 
will not be required to serve away 

| from Hong Kong? unless they special- 
ly eleet to da so. 

Small ‘Scale 

It is obvious that the scheme, which 

fz lave outlined, is on so small a scale 
that it will not interfere with enlist- 

| ment for the Hong Korg Volunteer 
Defence’ Corps. Nor are the volun- 
teers, who are likely to mlist in the 
Hong Kong division of the Royal Naval 
Velunteer Reserve, men who would he 
likely ‘to. join the Volun‘eer Defence 
Corps." The Government carefully con- 
sidered whether the formation of “this 
unit would be likely in any way to 
piejudige recrvitment for the existing 
Volunteer “Defence Corps and decided 
that there was no such tisk. Nor is 

qthere any prospect of the scheme com- 
mitting the Colony to increasing expen- 
diture in future years. As honourable 
mumbers wil] observe from the descrip- 
tion of the scheme which | have given, 
it is concerned stmply and solely with 
the defence of the shipping of this| 
Colony in time of emergency and at a 
time when. thr Royal Navy might" not 
be able itself to engage in mine-sweep- 
ing operations round the waters of this 
Coleny. The scheme is purely-one of 
defence, and theré need be no fear 
that it will inany way militate against 
the growing spirit of intemational con: 
cord and fraternity. . 

New Kowloon Road 

The next matter upon which I wish 
to fouch is ‘he proposal for.a road 
through the Saikung district of the 
New: Territories. The Unofficial Mem- 
bers, with the exception of the Hon. 
Mr Braga, citicise this proposal as 
premature. They must have over- 
locked the fact‘that the Saikung dis- 
trict has now formed part of the New 
Territories of this Colony for thirty 
years, and tist during those thirty 
years nothing whatever has been done 
for the development of the district be- 
yond the construction of # police sta- 
tio at Saikung in 1900. Honourable 
| Members, of course, represent in this 

} Gouncil the ivterests of taxapayers in 
the Saikung district no less ‘than in 
other districts of the Cilony, and J 
; doubt whether on this subject the 
numerous villages in that area and the 
prosperous market at Saikung would 
share the views of their representes 
tives in this: Council. 

By Sections 

It may be that Unofficial Members 
have been alarmed by the magnitude of 
this work, which is described in papers 
laid on the table as a circular eastern 
rosd, 25 feet wide and 23% miles in 
length, costing in all $1,176,000. The 
work is, however, such thit it can be 
done section by section ‘ss .fast or as 
slowly as local requirements and the 
financial resources of the Colony may 
prescribe. At this stage, the Govern- 
ment proposes to do no more than con- 
scruct the first section of the read from 
Kowloon City to the village of Ma-yau- 
tong in the gap overlooking the har- 
bour between Customs Pass and Lye- 
mun. This section is four miles in 
length and is estimated to cost $200,000. 
The object of this section of the road is 
to open up a hill district for the Kow- 
loon peninsuls similar to that on Hong 
Kong island. - 

Rapid Growth

STEEL SLEEPERS 


DISADVANTAGES WHICH HAVE 
TO BE OVERCOME 

There are 52,000 miles of railway 
track on the railway systems of 
Great Britain, the upkeep of which 
costs over £12,000,000 per annum. 
This track consists of the rails, the 
east-iron chairs on which the rails 
rest, and the sleepers which sup- 
port the rails and chair and trans- 
mit the weight of the trains to the 
ballast or road bed. The track 
undergoes constant inspection, re~ 
pair, and renewal by gangs of men, 
which each have.a definite length 
to look after. Prior to the war it 
was geerally agreed that for 
British railway requirements 
sleepers cut from Baltic redwood 
fir, which was easily obtainable at 
a reasonable price, -were the most 
satisfactory.. Sleepers are usually 
8ft. Gin. long by tin. wide and Sin. 
deep. Since the war the cost of 
timber has increased, and close at- 
tention has been given by railway 
engineers to the question of adopt- 
ing sleepers made from materials 
which can be produced in Bri- 
tain. As some ‘4,000,000 are 
used annually, sleepers of British 
steel would materially assist the 
iron and steel industry, which has 
been ‘severely depressed in recent 
years. In addition to steel sleepers, 
reinforced concrete sleepers and re- 
inforced concrete slabs, held to- 
gether by transverse steel ties, have 
been tried. Up to the present the 
best ‘alternative to the wooden 
sleeper seems to be one made of 
steel of approximately the same 
length and breadth as the timber 
sleeper, but hollow and Jike an in- 
verted trough in form. The steel 
sleeper has certain disadvantages 
which have yet to be overcome. . It 
acts as a conductor, for example, 
and cannot be made use of where 
track circuiting is installed. It is 
liable to corrosion if certain indus- 
trial areas and when laid on slag 
ballast, and noise and vibration are

. Quarry Bay 

The Unofficial Memhers of this Coun- 
ci} have urged upon my Government 
the- necessity for pressing on with the 
construction cf the new 100-fost road 
between Causeway Bay and Quarry 
Bay. It is the settled policy of the 
! Government ia complete this- roid, and 
1 hope very much that it may he pos- 
sible in the Budget for 1931 to pro- 
vide the full sum estimated to be neecs- 
sary for that work, namely $335,000. 
There is, however. no advantage in do- 
ing this work piecemeal. Once begun, 
it should be finished off. and the full 
amount necessary should be mace avail- 
able. It is not possible to allocate so 
large a sim from Public Works Extra- 
ordinary for this single work next 
year, and I consider that the public 
interest will he hetter served by com- 
pleting the Taithang road, th: road 
connecting Garden-road, Bowen-road 
and May-road, the widening of May 
road from the tram station to Conduit: 
road, and the strengthening and im- 
provement of -various reads on the 
mainland, as provided for in next 
year’s estimates. 

Shaukiwan 

I may explain that the scheme for a 
100-foct road from Arsenal-street to 
Shau-ki-wan Main-street is one of con- 
siderable magnitude. The total length 
of the read will be 4% miles, of which 
215 miles have already been completed. 
Two further sections, each 600 yards 
long, between Causeway EBay and 
North Point, have been partly eom- 
pleted for half their width, but are 
not yet surfaced. There are «iso pro- 
vided in next year’s estimates sums of 
$100,000 for re-alignment of tie road- 
way between Great George-stret and 
Causeway Bay, and of $15,000, being 
half of the expenditure or the 70-foot 
rord opposite Marine Lots 480 and 481 
in the road from Causeway Bay to 
Quarry Bay. Both these works form 
part ef the project for carrying 2 100° 
foot road from the centre of Victoria 
city to Shta-ki-wan.

The University

Tung Wah Eastern Hospital

ember. No provision for such a grant 
was made in the draft estimates be.

new Eastern Branch Hospital could be 
found. A written assurance has now 
been given by the Chairman of the 
Turg Wah Hospital on behalf of all the 
Directors to my Gevernment through 
the Secretary for Chinese Affairs that 
they will hand over to their successors 
a sum of at least $100,000 specially 
raised for the Tung Wah Eastern 
Hospital Fund.' I shall, therefore, be 
willing early in riext year to recom- 
mend to this Council. a supplementary 
vote of $250,000 as subsidy to the 


Tung Wah Eastern Hospital upon the

Ottawa, Ont., July 31. 

There were further pronounced 
increases in Canadian employment 
at the beginning of July, according 
to the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics, which states that 6,819 firms 
employed. . 1,069,700 workers, or 
23,108 more than on June 1, This 
advance, which was rather smaller 
than that recorded on July 1, 1928, 
brought the index number to 124.7, 
as compared with 122.2 in the pre- 
ceding month, and with 117.7, 109.7, 


+ 105.0, 98.0, 97.1, 100.7, 92.2 and 88.6 


at the beginning of July in 1928, 
1927, 1926, 1925, 1924, 1923, 1922

favourable than in any other month 
of. the years since 1920, (when the 
record was begun) says the Bureau, 
pointing out that the curve of em- 
ployment in Canada shows a new 
high peak at July 1.

That early application of 
Sweden's reforestation policy would 
be made in Northern Ontario was 
intimated here by Hon. William 
Finlayson, Minister of Lands and 
Forests: of Ontario, on -his return 
recently from a lengthy visit in the 
British Isles and Europe. 

Mr. Finlayson said he was con- 
yinced that the Swedish system of 
replanting from’ seed offers the-best 
solution to the reforestation pro- 
blem with which the province of 
Ontario is confronted at the present 
time, On his resumption of official 
duties the Minister will recommend 
to the Government of Ontario and 
the Ontario Forestry Board the im- 
mediate and serious corisideration 
of the Swedish policy in its ap- 
plication to this province.

' WORK 

There are a number of metal ar- 
ticles which enter into the construc- 
tion of a wireless sect, and which 
would present -a far better appear- 
ance if they were made te give a 
blackened appearance. Articles 
such as small screws, which are 
used mainly for securing the panel 


to brackets, metal supports for com- | 


ponents, ete., can very easily be 
coloured up. 

In the case of small wood. screws, 
if the heads of the serews are 


smeared over slightly with vaseline, 


of clean iron filings. 


and subsequently held in the fire 
until the screw-head becomes red 
hot the latter will, on cooling, be 
found to have acquired a permanent 
black colouration. Other articles, 
however, Cannot be treated in this 
manner, mainly on account of their 
size, and in such cases the follow- 
ing method is recommended. 

Procure an ounce of phosphoric 
acid from a chemist and dilute with 
a pint of fresh water. Into the 
diluted acid place an ounce or two 
Immerse in 
the liquid the articles which are 
required to be blackened, and stand 
the vessél-containing the liquid in 
a pan of hot water. Raise the water 
in the outer pan tonear its boiling 
point, and keep it at that tempeéra- 
ture for about™ thirty minutes. 
After the lapse ofthis time remove 
the metal articles from the bath 
and wash well in plenty of warm. 
water, They willbe found -to have 
acquired: a uniform ‘black appear- 
ance, and if-they ‘sre rubbed:

TELEVISION: 


“INVENTION ON ONLY IN ITS 
INFANCY 

With the advent of television in 
America and on the Continent, 
many firms are starting feverishly 
to make the necessary apparatus 
for attachment to the usual broad- 
east receiver. Many people will, at 
this stage, naturally be wondering 
just exactly what they will be able 
to see. At the present time, not a 
great deal. We shall for the next 
few years be satisfied if we can 
see clearly silhouettes, letters, de- 
signs, diagrams, large print, and so 
forth; that: is, with television 
broadcast over the usidl: broad. 
east channels. . For the — pre- 


colour |. 


sent we must be satisfied with 
| rather coarse and indistinct details 
at the receiving side; -although a 
number .of broadcasters will, when 
they start, probably broadcast tele- 
vision on short. waves, where the 
details will have greater clearness, 
due to the wider frequency chan- 
nels available. Like all arts, tele- 
vision must pass through a pre- 
liminary stage, and, with the ex- 
perience gained in the first year or 
two, better. results will 
achieved. ° 


We all remember. when “wireless” 
first arrived, and when, prior to the 
advent of ‘breadecasting, all. we 
could get in our headphones was 
dots and dashes—and these not al- 
ways clear—rather than actual 
voices and music. It will be so 
with television. So it-will be con- 
sidered an excellent result if, on 
a television receiver; you are able 
to see good silhouettes, and can 
read large letters an from 
the studio. 


‘Again, at the present “time it is 
not possible to get simultaneous, 
transmission of voice and tele- 
vision. The procedure runs some- 
what like this: The studio an- 
nouneer will say: “Now we will 
televise such and such an object.” 
It will take one or two minutes to 
show the object, and then the voice 
or sounds from the studio will 
again be heard in your receiver. 
In between announcements you will 
be able to pick up television, but 
you will not be able to get both 
simultaneously until an entirely 
new invention is madé. However, 
with the large number of experi- 
menters that are on the job, it may 


not be long before a new machine|} 


is perfected. 

At present, at the receiving end 
we have a revolving dise,. usually 
made of.aluminium, about 14 to 24 
inches in diameter, and in it a num- 
ber of holes. Directly behind the 
holes is 2 Neon lamp, which is at- 
tached. to the ordinary set. If 
necessary, the impulses coming 
through your radio receiver may be 
amplified in order to make tha light 
of the Neon lamp bright enough 
for receiying purposes.» The 
aluminium disc. is rotated by means 
of a small motor, and the television 
receiver has a rheostat in series 
with ‘the field of the motor. By 
adjusting this rheostat it is possible 
to keep the rotation of your disc 
in step with that of the transmitter 
at the station. _ Through the holes 
‘a picture is butit up, and thus is 
seen. what is. shown at the studio. 

This, at best, is more or Jess a 
erude way of doing things, and will 
not prevail in the future. We 
would compare the present stage of 
the revolving dise to- the coherer 
and spark-gap. stage of wireless. 
The ideal television receiver of the 
future will have. no moving parts 
at all. There will be no motor, or, 
if there is one, there certainly will 
not be a large disc, such as in vogue 
at the present time. Just what will 
take the place of this it is of course 
rather hard to say, ‘but it 
will probably be in the form of a 
cathode tube operating a beam in 
an inducted -magnetic field. -- A 
scheme such as this would be much 
easier to keep in synchronism than 
the present dise, and consequently 
the picture would be better. At 
the present time the size of the pie- 
ture is limited to some few inches 
square, and it is not possible to 
reproduce moving articles with any 
clarity. 

However, the important point is 
that a start has‘been made, and 
with the present rate of progress 
it should not be more than a few 
years before we are able to get a 
really practicable television set for 
ordinary broddeast : nse.
